It makes no difference to me, 
and there is no way it {fan help me. 

However, it is also the kind of thing that might make the difference 
in the case c»f someone unable to make up his raindto come forward and say what 
he known. 


As you may have realized, .'.nile consider th.9 explanation you gave 
of the filing of the Shaw civil suit possible, I 8m not ^persuaded it is probable. 

The enormous opportunity you have in a vivil suit as compared with tne limi- 
tations of a criminal one id enough, to make me ask if Wegmenn is this crazy or 
this money-hungry, is Shaw? Is everyone he knows who knew of the possibility? 

I realize that what I postulate is not susceptible of readyrproof, 
but I hope you will be alert to the possibilities and let me ’mow if you pick up 
anything tending to confirm or suggest confirmation. 


I Until we are face-to-fsce, I do not want to tel 1 you the whole story 

| of how I know there W8S an immediate Shaw "investigation” or by whom. I tell 

you this much more than I did by phonei I was told personally eti d by the res- 
| , ponsible official. He said they could find nothing to support this immediate 

suspicion. I hove a rather strange relationship with him. When you return the 
Trunbach report, please send me a couple of extra Copies • I think I’ll send him 
one. Please also keep me posted on the results of your questioning, for 1 may 
be able to carry it further or fit it with other things. If it is not probable 
I it also is not worth overlooking.
